Navy Conducts Field Tests 
With Vaccine Against Colds 


WASHINGTON, Jan. S * ft—The 
Navy is conducting pioneer field 
trials of a triple-barreled vaccine 
designed to eorpbat some types of 
severe colds. 
The service has begun tests at 
its Great 
Lakes Naval Training 
Center, using a still-experimental 
vaccine developed by scientist* of 
the National Institutes of Health. 
The vaccine is a theoretically 
wider-range variety of an earlier 
vaccine 
which

tested in two prisons last 
year 
against one of the many different 
germ s which can cause cold-type 
Illnesses.
